My dear Sir Robert: 

Replying to your note of February sixth, in 
regard to the subject of your address at Barnard on the twenty- 
first, let me say that we have formulated the general theme of 
our series as "The Religious Emphasis for the New Day." As to 
the manner of approach, you probably have in mind that we have 
at Columbia and also at Barnard a somewhat heterogeneous and 
racially and religiously mixed class of students; and we have 
found it very difficult to influence a certain portion of them 
with religious counsel of any excepting the broadest type. That 
is not to say that we do not find room for evangelical appeals 
to the Christian element, which will after all constitute the 
majority of your audience. Nevertheless, we find it most effect- 
ive to emphasize those aspects of religious life in which all gre 
at least tolerably tnited. 

There can be no doubt in our minds that as a result 
of the experiences of these last four or five years, there has 
come a shifting of emphasis and a reinterpretation along religious 
as well as along other lines of thought. If some of our speakers 
should express views that are somewhat radical, others will prob- 
ably balance the scale by treating the subject in a more conservat- 
ive way. So please consider yourself quite free as to the direction 
which you may choose to give to your address. If you prefer to 
make it general, speaking upon the theme stated, that will be very 
good; if, on the other hand, you have been pondering any special 
aspects or problems involved and wish to speak of those, or of one 
of them, that also will be very acceptable and helpful. 


In regard to my suggestion for luncheon at noon on 
Friday, I shall, of course gladly subordinate the arrangement to 
the exigencies of the situation as you may find it upon your 
arrival. We must surely have a cup of tea after the lecture, after 
which I should be glad to have you take dinner with me if that 
should work out better than the mid-day appointment. 

Perhaps by Thursday evening you could see far enough 
ahead to to tell me your preference, in which case you might call 
me by phone at my apartment, Morningside 4102, Apartment 803, let 
us: say about six-thirty.
